Humbly ſhewing, 


h at whereas his Maieſtie by Indenture vnder the Seale of the Court of Wards, dated xxiij die [u- 

ny Anuo xwij lac. Reg. Angl, did in a—_ wordsgrant vnto the Petitioner,and one George Wilo | 
more Eſquire, the other Committee of the ſaid Ward (amongſt other lands) che Mannor of Swurron, 
in Cem.Surr. and the Advowſon and next preſentation to the Parſonage thereunto belonging. 

Which Parſonage became voide in Auguſt 1621. and the Peritioner(fo ſvone as the could hare 
notice thereof) preſented a Clerke thereto, bur the Ordinary could nor admic hun, for that th: 
Church wasfull, by reaſon of the Lord Keepers preſenting of one Dottor Grant vnrto it,one cf the 
Prebends of Wefm. who was Examiner alſo in his Lordſhips houſe, who had cloſely gor his Infticu- 
tion,and his Induction allo in the Church ot S#zten atoreſaid; ſo the Petitioner was conſtrained to 
ſend to the Curſitor of Surrey for a Quare Impedit, her onely courſe to auoide this viurpation of the 
ſaid Dodor; but the Curlitor refuſed to make the ſaid Writ, for that he had a Caucat ynder che 
Lord Keepers hand to ſtay the ſame, 

Whereupon the Petitioner preferred ſundry petitions to his Lordſhip to recall his dir«&'on,and 
to giue way to the Writ, bur he ſtil] denied the fame; only 1n the time of the laſt Parliament (in an= 
{wer to one of her petitions) he ſeemed willing to be certified by rwo of I15 Miaicſties learned Coun- 
cell, whether or no it belonged to her, andthe other Commutree in this caſe ro preſent; wluch an- 
{ver ſhe ſhewed to his Maicſtics Attorney and Sollicitor generall, and made choice of them ro con- 
fider of the matter, and at Iength (chough with great charge) by her Counſell ſo plainly inftrut<d 
them, that they told her they conceined it to be her right,and had lignitied as much co his Lordhip, 
and were perſwaded his Lordſhip would in no wiſe long ſtay the ſaid Writ, Bur all chis proued bur 
ro delay the Petitioner, till che diflolurion of the Parliament, and waſting of che fix meneths, in 
which time only by the Common law (as his Lordſhip well knew) ſic had time to preſent ; yer b-= 
fore that time wasquite ſpent, ſhe ſent againe tothe Garkeor for the Writ , who anſwered, he had 
made it,and offered it to the feale, but ſtill is Lord(hip had reieed it. 

And further, ſhe being vnwilling to leaue any meanes vnattempted, whereby to preſerue t'+ 
Wards right, in February tollowing, in a wet and cold ſcaſon,ro her turcher charge andnegle&t o® 
her health, alſo iourncyed to Ryyſten, and by humble petition acquainted his Maieſtie with the cx- 
rremitie of her caſe, and wrong doneto her by his Lordſhip,who gracioully accepted the {1ea"1 ! 
being moued therewith, gaue dire(tion for the writing of a letter co his Lordihip, with che verirto 1 
incloſed , which was delucred into his Lordſhips En hee deferred to antvcr the 
fame, 

Now foraſmuch as the preſentation is ſo wrongfully wreſted from the Peticioner , and che v.:-- 
gate of Juſtice (which oughe co all,and al\vayes be open) ſhut againit her, by being deni:d che or! 
ginall Writ of Qware Impedit in fo itt a caſe, which Wrir is free to all his Maieſtics fubictts ro {11 
out (have chey right or no r1ght,) and {ecing ſhe hath done her owne vemolt endeuor to haue pro: 
cured the ſame in due time, bur by the might of the Lord Keeper was hindred and oppoſed , aud 
denicd all benefit of the Common law, contrary ro many the good and ancient lawes of this king- 
dome: fo that now not ov ly the Petitioner 1s prexudiced m her preſent preſentation, bur the VV ur 
allo tor cucr in his Inheritance, tor that he ciarmeth the ſame as by deſcent from his Grand-arher, 
who was a purchaſcr o: the ſaid Mannor and Parſonage, and no auoidance lichence happening, 
neither Qu.are [mpeatt, eAſſiz: of Darram preſentment, nor writ of right of Advowſon will at any 
time hereatcer [1 

Wheretore her 116it humble ſuice to rhis Honorable Senate is ,that their wiſedomes would fa. 
uorably be pleated ro take notice ot her cauſe, (conlidering ir may be the caſe of many the Nobilicie 
and Gentrie of the Kingdom.) and chereupon giueſuch relicte, as may be as well tor che righring 
of her m her preſent preſentation,asthe Ward 1n his Inheritance, asallo make ſuch proutlion 
the gencrall ii] conſequences growing thereby, as ſhall be moſt agreeable ro honor,iuſtice, and th. 
hightruſt, which che whole Kingdome hath worchily repoſed in them,
